No stroct in the city has made such ad-
vancement during the past year ns Six-
teonth. 1t has been growing steadily in
importance for the last three yeara asa
retail street, new buildings and husiness
firms having rapidily sprung up along
that thoroughtare, and when last spring
it was determined to put down nsphalt
pavement tho streot  experienced a won-
derful hoom, which has kept inereasing
with the progress of the pavement.

A fow days ago  Superintendent Grant
completed his contract of paving Six-
toonth street from Douglas to lzard, a
distance of ten blocks, and a representa-
tive of Tur Dee took oceasion to not only
iuspect the work but to take notice of the
many other improvements, The pave-
ment has been laid in a skillful and satis-
factory manner, and in every respoct
comes up to the expectations of the prop-
erty ownors who paid for it. It is nbeau-
tiful, smooth pavement, casy to travel
over, and easy to ba kept clean. It is
withont doubt the best paved stroet in
the city. Much credit is due to Major
St. A. D. Baleombe, Joe Redman, IV, T,
Andrews, and John Erck for their untir-
ing efferts in starting the paving project
on this street and earrying it through to a
suceessful termination,

The gutters of the street are fully ad-
equate to carry off the water and to pro-
vitle against overfloading from the hill.

been been built of suflicient dimensions
from Sixteenth and Harney to Chicago
street, and thence on Chicago streot to
the river. At regular intervals there are
openings into this sewer along Sixteenth
street, to catch the water in the vicinity.

the road from the Iatter point to Fort
Omaha, It is possible that congress,
now that the government has more money
than it knowa what to do with, will make
an appropriation for this purpose,

It s ulso proposed to petition the city
couneil to provide for the extension of
the Sixtecnth street pavement to Nicho-
las street, where it connects with Sher-
man avenue,  So it will be seen that the
entorprising  Sixteenth street property
holders are alive to their intereats,
Sixteenth street runs through the heart
of the eity, and everybody living north
of Dodge street patronize it in some way
or other.  All the east and  west atrects
in that part of the city run into at, thus
making it a popular thoroughfare, It hns
some of the best retail business houses in
towni, and many handsome and substan-
tial huildings, recently erected, are ovi-
dence of prosperity.  'roperty has talen
a wonderful rise on that strect, nnd is
still advancing.
